On the inside of a child’s lantern which we will 
soon be listing are glued the following directions: 





Place the Lantern on a table, the lenses facing 
a white wall or sheet, at a distance of about 
five feet or more, until the light of the Lamp is 
clearly shown upon the wall. Keep lenses and 
glass slides free from dust and dirt, and let the 
flame be as large as the Lamp will admit, for 
which any kind of olive oil can be used. 


To increase brilliancy of the light, add a little 
camphor to other oil or lard in use. 


In inserting the glass slides in the front aperture 
do so with Pictures reversed, and the subjects 
will be properly reproduced on the wall or 
sheet. To obtain a proper focus adjust the 
sliding-tubes containing the lenses. In working 
the larger size of Lanterns a very pleasing 
effect may be obtained by hanging a damp 
sheet in the center of the room, the audience 
sitting in front and the operator working behind 
the sheet. The room must be entirely dark.”

For images, Greg French provides a selection 
of daguerreotype scenes, Len Walle shows 
ambrotypes, Jan Schimmelman shares tintypes, 
Sabine Ocker provides cyanotypes, and Tom 
Harris shows selected cartes de visite. In 
addition, there are portfolios of British and 
French stereo daguerreotypes (Bryan and 





Page Ginns), Autochromes and other early 
color (Hugh Tifft and Jeremy Rowe), early 
American stereo views (Kenneth H. Rosen) 
and Photographic postcards (Jeremy Rowe). 
There is a chapter on the Camera Obscura by 
Jack & Beverly Wilgus. English and American 
cameras are also featured by Dr. Michael 
Pritchard and Ralph London respectively. 


I know nearly all of these collectors, and 
have had the privilege of visiting several 

of them to view their collections. “Antique 
Photographica” is the equivalent of a private 
showing of the highlights from each of 
these distinguished collections. This makes 
it different from academic histories of 
photography or even from the catalogue of a 
museum show; it’s much more personal. 


The introductory essay, by Grant Romer, 
captures the spirit and passion of the collector 
perfectly, and would alone be reason to acquire 
this book.” 


The book has a jacket price of $69.99 but
